300 Fire fighters 
At Elevator Blaze 


CHICAGO, 
Feb. 10.—Three 


hundred firemen, working through 
the night in a seven degree below 
zero temperature, today brought 
under control a $1,000,000 fire 
which completely destroyed a 
aeven story elevator of the Rosen- 
baum 
Grain Corp. 
on Goose 
Island. 


The flames destroyed 1,630,000 
bushels of grain stored in the 
huge structure. Company officials 
estimated the loss to be at least 
$1,000,000. 


Fighting heroically in the sub- 


zero cold, the firemen were suc- 
cessful in preventing the flames 
from destroying other industrial 
structures on the island. The wind 
carried blazing embers across the 
Chicago nver to the roofs of 
apartment houses and industrial 
plants, igniting the roofs of two 
other buildings. Eighty pieces of
